the President in President Eisenhower's Administration. He was also a member

As chairman of the Special Studies Project of the Rockefeller Brothers 


Fund, Governor Rockefeller has been closely associated with the Project's reports 
on our foreign policy and military programs.

matters relating to the National Security Council.
